Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 

Harrington in the Year 1970 


The public health nurse has provided nursing ser- 
vices through the following channels: (a) conferences 
with local citizens who help to promote health care, 
(b) conferences with town officials and school person- 
nell, (c) at health clinics, and (d) in individual homes. 


Parents with pre-school children were invited to at- 
tend Child Heaith Conferences at Columbia Falls, 
Jonesport, and Milbridge. At these conferences the 
children received medical examinations and immuniza- 
tions. Nine children were given diphtheria, tetanus, 
and pertussis vaccine; sixteen were given poliomyelitis 
(oral) vaccine; and two were given a smallpox vaccina- 
tion. 


The school health program included medical exami- 
nations, tuberculin testing and immunizations. One 
hundred forty-six students were given a medical exam- 
ination, ninety-two were given tuberculin tests, and 
one hundred nine were given oral poliomyelitis vaccine. 
Your town participated with the state-wide program 
to eradicate German Measles by offering the Rubella 
vaccine to all children through grade six. Fifty-six 
children were inoculated with the Rubella vaccine. If 
during the medical examination at school or at the 
Child Health Conference a child were found with a 
physical defect, the public health nurse discussed the 
problem with the doctor and the parents then decided 
upon a cooperative plan of care that is within the fam- 
ily’s physical, financial and emotional resources. 


Nursing care visits were made to individuals suffer- 
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ing from cancer, diabetes, heart disease, tuberculosis, 
eye defects, dental defects, emotional and mentai 
health problems, and other crippling conditions. 


Visits are made to and in behalf of patients to teach 
nursing care such as the administration of medication 
according to the physician’s orders; to help patients 
understand their doctor’s recommendations; to help 
patients and families seek ways to carry out the doc- 
tor’s instructions; to help patients procure transpor- 
tation so they may keep medical appointments; and to 
help individuals seek the appropriate solution to their 
health needs.

ORDINANCE FOR SHELLFISH DIGGING LICENSE 


Section 1. Municipal Shellfish license required. It is 
unlawful for any person to dig or take shellfish from 
the shores, flats or coastal waters of this municipality 
without having a current license issued by the clerk 
of this municipality as provided in this ordinance. 


1. Definitions. The following words as used in this 
ordinance have the meaning indicated after each, un- 
less a different meaning is clearly intended by the con- 
text: 


A. Shellfish. The word “shellfish” means soft- 
shell clams, quahog's and mussels. 
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B. Municipality. The word “municipality” means 
the Town of Harrington, Maine. 


CG. Resident. The word “resident’’ when it applies 
to this municipality means a person who has re- 
sided in the State of Maine for at least 6 months 
next prior to the time his claim of such residence 
is made, and who has resided in this municipality 
for at least 3 months next prior to the time his 
claim of such residence is made. 


Il. License designation, scope; licensee must sign. 
The license, designated as a Municipal Shellfish license 
for the Town of Harrington, entitles the holder to dig 

and take any amount of shellfish from the shores, 
flats and waters of this municipality when and 
where it is otherwise lawful to do so. 


A. License must be signed. The licensee must 
sign his license in order to make it valid. 


Ill. Qualifications, application, fees. Any resident 
of this municipality may apply to the municipal clerk 
for the license required by this ordinance on forms 
provided by the municipal officers. No other person 
may apply for, nor be issued the license provided in 
this ordinance. The clerk may require the applicant to 
produce evidence of his qualifications before issuing 
the license. 


A. Contents of application. The application must 
contain the applicant’s name, current address, 
birth date, height, weight, signature, and what- 
ever other information, if any, the municipal offi- 
cers may from time to time decide. 


B. Records. The municipal clerk shall note on the 
application the date the license requested was 
issued, sign it and file the application with his 
records,

C. Fees. The fee for the license is $1.25 which 
the applicant shall pay with his application. The 
municipal clerk shall pay all fees received to the 
municipal treasurer (except for 25 cents for each 
license issued which is to be retained by the clerk 
as his payment for issuing the licenses.) The funds 
so received by this municipality may be used for 
whatever purposes this municipality may from 
time to time decide. 


IV. License expiration date. Each license issued un- 
der authority of this ordinance expires at midnight on 
December 31st of the year issued. 


V. Penalty. Whoever violates any provision of this 
ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$10.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 30 days. 


VI. Effective date. This ordinance becomes effective 
immediately after its adoption by this municipality.

ORDINANCE FOR CLOSING CERTAIN FLATS TO 
THE DIGGING OF. SHELLFISH 


Section 1. It is unlawful for any person to dig or 
take any shellfish from any of the shores, flats or 
waters of this municipality in any area which is closed 
to such digging or taking under the provisions of this 
ordinance. 


1. Definitions. The following words as used in 
this ordinance have the meaning is clearly intend- 
ed by the contest: 


A. Municipality. The word “municipality” means 
the Town of Harrington, in the County of Wash- 
ington and State of Maine. 
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B. Shellfish. The word “shellfish” means soft- 
shell clams, quahogs and mussels. 
II. The following described area within this mu- 
nicipality is closed to all digging or taking of 
shellfish from the 1st day of November, 1970 until 
the Ist day of April, 1971. 
Section A. Closing of Clam Flats in Harrington 
River. 
It will be unlawful to dig or take clams on flats in 
Harrington River from November 1, 1970 to April 
1, 1971 and said closing to take effect for next 
three years from Nov. 1st to April Ist.

. Carrying Place Cove West 
. Foster’s Island 
. All rest of Flats in Harrington River. 
Section B. Closing of Clam Flats in Pleasant River. 
It will be unlawful to dig or take clams on flats 
in Pleasant River in said town of Harrington from 
Deer Island Point to Ripley Neck from April 1, 
1971 to November 1, 1971. To stay in effect for 
three year periods of time. 
III. Penalty. Whoever violates any provision of this 
ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$10.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 30 days. 
IV. Effective date. This ordinance becomes effective 
immediately after its adoption by this municipality. 
Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on Taxes and fix the time and rate. 

Art. 39. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town, to sell and 
dispose of any real estate or tax liens acquir- 
ed by the Town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon or otherwise, on such terms as they 
deem advisable and to execute a quit-claim 
deed for the property.
